Claims 1-7 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest that when a car radio 
is operated, determining, either directly from the car radio display, or by extraction the t.O frequency of the car radio, the frequency of 
the broadcast channel received at the nnoment; b) Whenever required, transforming said frequency to a digital word; c) When the 
information as to the amount of listening of a given publicity and^or broadcasted program or publicities is desired, sending a request for 
said information; d) When said request is received, transmitting a reply which comprises the digital word corresponding to the 
frequency of the broadcast channel received at the moment.
